Steve Wise: 
MX methods on 
TT turf 


“The results at Houston (TT) 
speak for themselves. They 
showed what a motocrosser 
can do.” ۱

Many of those who attended the Houston TT National on February 7 are still 
shaking their heads and rehashing what happened that afternoon. Steve Wise, a 
first time Winston Pro Series rider, put his National MX number aside for the 
day and entered the event under a new AMA rule which allows pro Expert 
ranked riders to participate in forms of cycle racing other than the one they are 
ranked in. 

lt was mostly a joke at first. Who was this guy on a motocross bike, many 
quipped, this guy who wears M X gear and doesn't believe in a steel shoe? When 
Wise went out to qualify most of the chuckles stopped. He came to the race sick, 
skipped practice, and then qualified 34th. He didn't transfer to the final in his 
heat, but came back to ace his semi. In the final Wise showed what he was made 
of, and used the motocross tactics of passing in the air and squaring corners on 
the inside to work to second before his rear brake rod broke. He finished an 
eventual third. 

Opinions are mixed concerning Wise's performance. Some say there's no 
room in Class C racing for the cowboy style antics of a motocrosser. Others say 
Wise is the best thing that has happened to Class C in years and that he's just the 
spice the Rolling Thunder Show needs. 

Like Steve told us, what he's doing is a once in a lifetime chance. The Texas 
native married his girlfriend Sandra on December 18 last year, which was just 
one of the many changes he has gone through on the way to breaking into new 
forms of racing; Enough from us, here's Wise's side of the story.. 


The Houston TT was a race many 
are still talking about. Some say you 
are the hottest thing to hit the sport, 
and others say you and your MX 
style don't belong in Class C racing. 
What's your position on your per- 
formance at Houston? 

I don't want to upset anyone, but the 
results at Houston speak for them- 
selves. They showed what a moto- 
crosser could do. It wasn't just that 
Steve Wise was there, because you 
could have taken Bob Hannah or 
Broc Glover or some other all around 
rider and they would have done the 
same thing I did.

I'm very pleased with what hap- 
pened. All the stuff that happened in 
the pits didn't bother me one bit. 
Like I said at the end of the Cycle 
News article, I didn't come to Hous- 
ton to play tiddlywinks, but to race, 
and that still holds. I really respect 
the guys, and I think that after a 
while they'll respect me more than 
they do. Mickey Fay stood by me the 
whole time. He told everybody not to 
worry about me, that I was there to do 
the same thing they were. 

Is it fair to come into a form of motor- 


cross and go against its traditions? 
Supercross can draw 70,000 people, 
and flat track is lucky to get 20,000. 
One of the reasons is because those 
guys haven't progressed. I believe the 
AMA rule (where pro riders can enter 
other forms of racing) will help the 
sport. Flat track has been going down, 
and motocross has been going up. I 
think the reason motocross has been 
on the rise is because of the bangin', 
jumpin' and passin'. 

Flat track is a fantastic sport. I used 
to go to the'Dome when I was a little 
kid to watch it, but the only time 
they'd pass is when someone would 
sweep around on the outside. The 
inside passing is going to make the 
sport much more exciting and those 
guys are going to have to start doing 
it. You have to understand my motor- 
cycle (a CR480R based MXer) had it 
on the jumps and in the turns, but 
those guys had me outdone on the 
sweeper turn because I couldn't hook 
up. They could smoke me through 
there! 


Mike Kidd said some pretty strong 
words to you before the race. On the 
track he wasn't exactly a gentleman 
with his aggressive style. Is they any 
bad blood between you?

I'm not going to worry about Mike 
Kidd. I waited for three laps for Mike 
to move up, and he didn't so I made 
my move. Hey, I like Mike, and I

don’t think he should get all upset. 
He did say some strong things, but he 
had to use words. Even if he bumps 
me as hard as he can and knocks me 
off, I'm still going to shake his hand 
at the end of the race. 

Bob Hannah and I are really good 
friends. At Unadilla (MX, 250cc 
USGP) we bumped about seven times 
a lap, but we could go out for a steak 
dinner afterwards. These dirt track 
guys hold grudges against each other 
a lot. It's ridiculous, we're all pro- 
fessionals. Go race, and afterwards 
shake hands. You don't have to be 
friends, but there's no need to be say- 
ing stuff about each other, either.

Do you think you were the bad guy 
when it came to passing at Houston? 
I'll tell-you, I didn't bump anybody, 
I'll guarantee it. I could have taken 
every one of the guys down that I 
passed, or at least tried. I passed on 
the inside and left plenty of room. 
But you have to understand a bunch 
of those guys probably had their feel- 
ings hurt because I was able to do 
what I did. They don't understand 
what it takes to be a professional 
motocrosser. The guys are in such 
good shape. Mark Barnett rides five 
times a week and runs five miles after 


he rides. I'm not even close to being 
in shape if I was riding motocross, 
and I didn't get tired riding the TT. 
Motocrossers just have a better all 
around style. Granted, if you put me 
ona half mile I'd get blown away, but 
I'dadapt quicker than the dirt trackers 
could adapt to motocross. 

You were the first to congratulate 
Ricky Graham when he won the race 
on a Harley-Davidson. What would 
you have done if you'd been on a 
Harley? 

I wouldn't have ridden it! He's a 
real man. Ricky Graham and Kenny 
Roberts are the only two dirt trackers 
I can think of who could have been 
really good at motocross. You can 
watch Ricky's style—he's very aggres- 
sive, and that's what it takes to be a 
good motocross rider. There wasn't 
really that much mental or physical 
strain on me at Houston. I didn't 
really feel like I rode that day. I woke 
up the next day and I didn't even feel 
like I'd been to a race. Now you take 
Ricky Graham on that Harley, I bet 
he was sore! I have to look up to that 
man more and more. He deserved 
that win. 

What's your attitude towards dirt 
trackers after Houston? 

They don't bother me, because they're 
just talking, and it's a different story 
once you get on the track. Just like 
the other night I was watching the 
Sugar Ray Leonard match on TV, 
and after the fight some guy starts 
yacking about how he's going to get 
into thering with Sugar Ray and that 
he couldn't understand why everyone 
backs away from him in the ring. Just 
wait until he gets in there! It's the 
same in racing, the talk vanishes 
when the two minute sign’ goes up; T 


really don't care what these guys 
think of me, but I'd like to be able to 
talk to them at the races and not stay 
to myself.

Ijusthave to tell you it's so different 
in motocross. You get knocked off in 
a berm and it's your fault for being 
there! Like when Kidd rammed me, it 
was my fault. I should have closed 
him off on the inside. No matter what 
he does to win, that's alright. After 
the race we should be polite enough 
to shake each other's hand. 


After your third at Houston you 
praised the Lord for bringing you to 
that finish. Are your religious beliefs 
new or were you a religious person in 
the past? 

I've been a Christian for just six 
months. So many good things have 
happened to me, especially since I've 
become a Christian, and I couldn't be 
in a better spot right now. 


Are you planning to ride any of the 
Winston Pro Series miles or half 
miles? 

I'm going to ride all the TTs, but 
with Mike Kidd on the team going 
for the Number One plate they really 
don't have time' to work on an extra 


bike for me. I really don't care too 
much about the miles or half miles at 
this point. From what I learned at 
Houston, I really believe I can win 
the next three TTs, I believe that. 
Combine that with the Superbike 
races, it'll be a full year. - 
Have you talked to Hannah and 
some of the other MXers since Hous- 
ton? 
I talk to Bob all the time. A lot of the 
MXers are pulling for me, and a 
bunch of them will be at the Super- 
bike race in Daytona to root for me. 
Jeff Spencer, the Team Honda MX 
trainer, called to tell me about all the 
people who are really happy about 
what I've done. Roger DeCoster called 
me, which is great because I have 
such a good rapport with the Honda 
MX team. Dave Arnold, the MX team 
manager, called me the day after 
Houston to congratulate me. 1 
There's a really good feeling 
through Honda's entire race effort 
about what's happening, and that's 
something new. All the mechanics 
helped me build the bike, plus it 
wasn't a complete factory effort. 
Jimmy Strait, my best friend down 
here, and Larry Worrell put in a 
bunch of work. Udo Geitl, the road 
race team manager, is one of the neat- 
est people I've ever met. As far as pull- 
ing for me, he'd do anything. 
Anyway, the motocrossers are 
watching now. I went to Houston 
representing all MXers, and appar-

FOLLOW THE LEADER

What do you do if you are 57 years old and 

recovering from a near-fatal heart attack? 

Howard Pinkstaff took up road racing. 
Aha! Decided to go ahead and get it over 


with, you say? Let momma col- 
lect the insurance? 

No so, according to Pink- 
staff, tall (6'1'*), slim (165 Ibs.) 
and silver haired. 

“No, there wasn't any sort of ‘hell 
with it' attitude on my part,” says 
Pinkstaff. “Sort of the other way 
around. I just decided to try to get in 
good health and do some of the 
things I've always wanted to do. 

“Tve been riding motorcycles for a 
long time, though I'd never doneany 
racing. My son, Keith, was really get- 
ting active in road racing, and I was 
getting interested myself when I had 
the heart attack.” 

Howard and Keith had been set- 
ting up Howard’s Yamaha TT500 
for the Open Single GP class in club 
races at Portland International 
Raceway and Seattle International 
Raceway. 

That was when the ticker slipped a 
cog and put Pinkstaff in the hospital, 
then at home convalescing, for three 





months. 

Pinkstaff credits his enrollment in 
a course for cardiac patients at the 
Portland YMCA as the main turning 
point in his health. 

“It's a pretty exclusive club,” 
Pinkstaff said. “The initiation 
requirement is to have a heart attack, 
but to have any real status you have to 
have had open heart surgery. It's a 
carefully monitored exercise program, 
and of course they talk about diet and 
other things. I go three times a week. 

“I had to make some major changes 
in the ol' lifestyle. I used to think a 
real meal consisted of steak and fried 
potatoes, but now it's fish and chicken 
and salads. And the last time I'd done 
any exercise, I had a drill sergeant 
breathing down my neck. T'hat's been 
a while." 1 

Pinkstaff also decided it was time 
to really retire from his high pressure 
job. He had owned General Sheet 
Metal in Portland, OR, a business 
employing 50 — 150 people. He sold 
the business in 1972, but with a con-

dition that he continue as job super- 
visor in charge of all operations for 
two years. He continued in that 
capacity for another three years, until 
the heart attack. 

"My wife, Virginia, and I have 
worked hard all our lives. I guess we 
figured we'd earned some recreation, 
especially since the kids (the Pink- 
staffs have four children) are grown. 

“While I was in the hospital, the 
Oregon Motorcycle Road Racing 
Association set up a promotional 
display in Washington Square Mall, 
and Keith had gone ahead with pre- 
paring the TT500. The idea was to 
show how somebody could get 
involved in road racing on a low 
budget.” 

So when Pinkstaff recovered from 
the heart attack, there was a race- 
ready machine in his basement. He 
made the last race of the 1978 season 
at PIR and has not missed a race at 
either track since, except for one date 
when the two tracks had a scheduling 
conflict. 

“I get some special treatment 
sometimes. Our head scorer for the 
Portland six-hour in 1980 was a nurse, 
and she put an oxygen tank in our 
pits and had an asphygmometer (a 
device for measuring blood pressure) 
in the tower.” 

The emergency procedures were 
not needed, however, and Pinkstaff 
put in a 50-minute stint on a GS1000 
that finished third overall. 





A road racing recovery for heart attacks! 


Motorcycles and racing have 
become an important part of Pink- 
staff's life. In addition to active par- 
ticipation in road racing and OMRRA 
club activities, he has put 26,000 
miles on a Yamaha XS11, including 
a 1980 trip to Daytona Speedweek, 
and he rides occasionally in the Til- 
lamook Burn area west of Portland 
on a dirt bike. 

Pinkstaff finds ways to put his 
sheet metal experience to good use in 
his “retirement.” He made a light but 
strong monocogue-framed trailer 
which hauls two bikes easily behind 
his Honda car, and at the track con- 
verts toa canopied viewing stand for 
the ladies. He also designed and built 
a gasoline quick-fill for use at endur- 
ance races. It looks entirely different 
from anyone else's and works per- 
fectly. 

“You do get hooked on this stuff. I 
started with the TT 500, then last year 
I had an SR500. Now, for the '82 sea- 
son, I bought Ross Gifford's 500 sin- 
glethat Gene Brown was cleaning up 
with. I'll run 'er in the thumper class, 
and I guess Keith will ride it in 600cc 
Cafe.” 

How is Howard Pinkstaff regarded 
by his fellow racers? As reported in 
the January 20, 1982 issue of Cycle 
News, he got a standing ovation at 
the 1981 OMRRA awards banquet 
when he picked up his third-place 
trophy for season points in Open 
Single GP. ۰

Riding an immaculate 40-inch Tri- 
umph, Tom White dominated Open 
Expert class racing in a D-37 scram- 
bles at Adelanto.

Roeseler rules the 
roost at Phoenix GP

PHOENIX, AZ, FEB. 14 


Team Yamaha's Larry Roeseler took a cliff- 
hanger win at the Fox Distributing-sponsored 
Phoenix Gran Prix at Deer Valley Cycle Park 
as a disappointed Chappy Blose fell victim to 


the notorious "last lap crash," 
which probably cost him the win. 
The racing was hot and heavy in 
the Pro and Amateur race as 
such notables as Roeseler, Chuck 
Miller, Blose, Dan Ashcraft, Mark 
Miller, Carlos Serrano and a host of 
others gave it their best shot for the 
lion's share of the $1,000-plus purse 
and  contingencies from O'Neal, 
Dunlop and ND. 

The six-mile course, consisting of 
mountain trails, fast straights, 
motocross track and a watercrossing, 
was an equal challenge for desert 
racers and motocrossers alike. The 
starts alone will be the subject of much 
bench racing activity as the riders 
attacked an breathtakingly steep hill 
after starting in groups of up to 40 


riders on the motocross track. Those. 


who crested the mighty hill without 
mishap were greeted with an equally 
steep descent in the middle of which 
was a radical off-camber turn followed 
by winding mountain trails and a 
deep, wide and very wet watercrossing. 

Several sand turns and a jump into a 
deep pit led into some fast desert 
sweepers and a half-mile straightaway. 
A long series of skittery mountain 
trails then stood between the riders 
and pit row, which led them back onto 
the well-groomed motocross track. 

With the Minis and the three- 
Wheeler/Sidehack/Odyssey class 
going one hour and the big bikes out 
for 90-plus minutes, the event had an 
endurance aspect that left motocrossers 
fatigued and desert racers wide-eyed 
at the pace. It was anybody's guess 
who would win in most of the classes 
with Roeseler naturally favored to take 
the Pro win. By how much and over 
who was the question everyone had on 
their lips. 

The Mini riders were the first out on 
the track, and the show they put on as 
they broke trail for the later races was 
one worth seeing. Several riders eyed 
the hill nervously, knowing after four 
turns on the sprawling motocross track 
they had to deal with this formidable 
obstacle. The Amateurs left in the first 
wave, and Tony Gaines pulled his 
County Cycle Kawasaki into a quick 


lead he was never to relinquish. Yuma : 


rider Steve Stevenson was left to battle 
it out with Robert Naughton as Gaines 





stretched his lead to the tune of 15 
seconds a lap over second and third 
positions. 

The Beginner and Novice classes 
started one minute later with the hill 
claiming only two victims from this 
skillful bunch of Minis. Paul Kellogg 
led the opening lap in the Novice 
division over eventual winner Joe 
Marziano on the Airline Products YZ 
while Mike McCormick took 
command of the Beginners, eventually 
lapping his class. Kellogg was 
dispatched to second and then third as 
Marziano and then Bobby Arnold 
found a way around. Arnold fell 
victim to the watercrossing midway 
through the race and eventually 
retired his ailing machine, moving Ed 
Verville into third. It was Gaines over 
Stevenson for the Amateur win, 


. Marziano claiming the Novice race 


'and Mike McCormick in the 
Beginners. 

The Novice riders, lined up in rows 
of 10, were given the starting flag at 
exactly 10 a.m. Front line starters 
James Dunlap (Open Maico), Dave 
Daniels (Sun Suzuki RM250) and 
Robert Chadwick (Bosch 0 
Yamaha) took advantage of the clear 
track conditions and avoided the 
pile-ups which ensued on the hill as 
rider after rider ground to a clutch- 
burning, wheel-standing stop to avoid 
their fellow racers. 

While the dozen or so unfortunates 
in the first wave struggled to get going 
again, the Old Timers, perhaps 
anxious to add their presence to the 
hillside calamity, made their start. To 
say the least, what followed was a 
Keystone Kops episode in slapstick 


: motorcycle racing that ‘only the most 


determined riders survived. When the 
track was cleared, the Beginners, not 
to be outdone, added their own peculiar 
brand of tom-foolery to the Mountain 
Massacre. In defense of these poor 
'souls, to stop and get moving again on 
a steep hillside is a true test of one's 
ability to recover from a nasty 
situation. The Beginners can be proud 
that rïearly everyone got going before 
the Novice leaders came around on the 
first of 11 laps. 

James Dunlap came into view for his 
first lap with hard-charging Dave 
Daniels looking to sêt up for a pass. He 
got his opportunity on the MX portion 


*ánd Kyle fought 'ovér fourth. Serrano 





of the track and was gone while 
Dunlap was set upon by Chadwick. 
George Bustos trailed by a few bike- 
lengths and took Chadwick on lap 
three, leading the 125cc Novices to the 
end. Back in the pack, Old Timer Tim 
Kennedy was passing rider after rider 
on his way up to the front. He caught 
Daniels at the 45-minute mark as the 
Sun Suzuki pilot shorted his kill button 
and lost a minute. Leading the Begin- 
ners were Sean Miceli on his RM125 
and John Hernandez on a Sunnyslope 
Honda (both eventual class winners). 

Kennedy, meanwhile, opened his 
lead on the pack as fellow Re-Tread 
Rich Davis gave chase. Daniels re- 
covered his lost sparks and maintained 
his lead in 250cc Novice with Sherman 
Mendez and Drew Shellenbarger hold- 
ing second and third. Open Novice 
Chadwick ran his own race for the win 
and Bustos was steady to take the 
125cc Novice win. Brian Ross held off 
Cuffy Crabbe for the Young Oldie 
victory. The track was getting very 
choppy toward the finish, and the 
winners were happy to see the 
checkered flag. 

The race of the year for Arizona 
fans was the finale, and all eyes were 
on Larry Roeseler and Chuck Miller 
sitting on the pole positions. Next to 
them sat Jay Perkins, Paul Bennett, 
Fox Distributing's fast Bobby White, 
Fox teammate Drey Dircks, John 
Aleman and Brett Billett. Row two 
included Chappy Blose, Dan Ashcraft, 
John Imbriale, Baja class winner Mark 
Miller and Tucson's Mike Rehm. Row 
three had Maico USA's Carlos Serrano 
and Vickery Yamaha's Terry Kyle, 
both looking for a slingshot start up to 
the leaders. 

Roeseler and Miller made picture- 
perfect starts with White sandwiched 
between them as the flag dropped for 
the most impressive lineup seen in 
Arizona this year. Kyle found the hole 
he was looking for, nearly rear-ended 
Roeseler and got off in fifth. 

Drey Dricks and Serrano were also 
up there as Roeseler absolutely rocketed 
up the hill, putting the power of his 
YZ490 to good use ahead of White and 
Chuck Miller. As they came down the 
backside of the hill, Chuck Miller shot 
ahead of White, who was battling 
Dircks for position through the off- 
camber turn. 

Serrano was flying and looked to be 
the speedster of the group but fell 
victim to the watercrossing and was 
plagued with machine problems for 
most of the race. 1 

Roeseler and Miller “looked like 
runaway winners on the first lap. 
Watching Roeseler read terrain and 
react instantly, you knew why he is the 


- man to beat in off-road competition. 


He opened up a 15-second lead over 
Miller, who had 10 seconds on third on 
the first lap. 

Blose and Dircks were battling it out 
for third with Chappy having. water 
problems on nearly every lap. Dircks 
was to drop out early on while White 





was back in the pack with a sour run- 
ning motor. 

Coming back onto the motocross 
track, Blose had caught up to Chuck 
Miller and passed him almost instantly, 
diving beneath in a sweeping turn. 
The Arizona fans cheered as Blose led 
C. Miller up the hill. Roeseler, a ways 
out front, slackened the pace a little as 
C. Miller repassed Blose, whose bike 
took on water but would clean out a 
few seconds later. 

As the riders pitted on lap six, it was 
Blose who shook free of C. Miller and 
drew a bead on Roeseler. In two laps 
Chappy had caught up to the famed 
desert star and put a pass on him that 
he held for two laps. Roeseler and 
Blose circulated nearly side by side, 
with Larry nearly passing on the hill 
and the watercrossing, and Chappy 
putting his lighter 250cc ahead in the 
twisty sections. 

Blose looked like a sure thing until 
the last lap. First, rear brake problems 
caused him to slide out dropping his 
lead to almost nothing. Then, in the 
sand section, Chappy collided with a 
lapped rider, giving the lead to 
Roeseler. Roeseler never looked back 
until the finish line. Blose recovered 
for second while Kyle, who had put 
away C. Miller after passing White, 
came in third. Following C. Miller and 
White were Mark Miller and Brett 
Billett. 

Although the Pros stole the show, 
the Amateurs did some styling of their 
own. Larry Noel took the Open win, 
leading 250 and 125cc winners Tim 
Kennedy (who had raced 90 minutes 
with the Old Timers earlier in the day) 
and Gary Hoffman. 

In a post-race interview with an- 
nouncer Pete Lehnsthrom, Roeseler 
praised the course layout and his 
competition and promised to return 
for the next GP at Deer Valley Cycle 
Park. But the real winners were the 
fans who came out to see these fine 
racers in action and certainly got an 
eyeful!

The First Classic Ariel Scene 
Published by Bruce Main-Smith 
Softcover, 60 pages, $7.45 


The latest of the British “Scene” 
series is devoted, with few 
exceptions, to Ariels made after 
World War II. The exceptions 
being photos of a 1931 600/4 and a 
1939 997/4. 

Those who are familiar with Main- 
Smith's “Scene” series know the books 
(booklets?) are photo books with the 
only copy being a foreword by Main- 
Smith and captions. 

The First Classic Ariel Scene 
provides 133 black and white photos of 
Ariels for devotees of the British 
margue. Sguare Four models receive 
the most attention, but Ariel singles 
and twins are also covered. 

As we've mentioned in previous 
“Scene” reviews, the books are 
indispensable for enthusiasts who are 
restoring classic bikes. Most of the 
models featured have been restored to 
a point that they're identical to what 
rolled off the assembly lines. Models 
that aren't box-stock, are interesting 
in their own right, such as a Healey 
prototype Sguare Four. 

Inflation has hit the “Scene” series 
(so what else is new?) and The First 
Classic Ariel Scene costs $7.45. But if 
you're into Ariels or classic bikes in 
general, what's $7.45? What else on 
Ariels is available at any price? 

Bruce Main-Smith, in his foreword, 
says,, "By the middle of the 1960's the 
obituary notice had been prepared, 
crocodile tears shed at the 
Birmingham graveside, and the 
ground patted flat on one of the oldest 
marques in motorcycling... This 
modest picture book is my tribute to 
the House of the Horse." And a fine 
tribute it is.

Prep your engine for predictable results 


By Tom Mueller 


All the skill in the world won't carry a rider 
to the winner's circle if his/her machine lets 
him/her down. The key to a reliable bike is 
its powerplant, and in many cases not one 


that's modified but simply 
maintained and serviced. 

In part two of this series 
we'll let you in on a few basic 
procedures you can follow to keep 
your motor singing sweetly from race 
to race. Also, tips on getting the 
power to the ground through a prop- 
erly adjusted drive train will be cov- 
ered. Remember, when everything is 
well lubricated and moves freely on 
your machine, less friction and stress 
builds up. That lowers the chances of 
a DNF, and raises the chances for a 
top finish. 

Kawasaki South Region's Product 
Service Instructors Steve Klein and 
Walt Rainwater, along with Team 
Green's Steve Ransbotham, showed 
us the finer points of making a motor- 
cycle put power to the ground, power 
you'll be able to count on.

kes are electronic and need little 


maintenance, once the ignition tim- 
ing is set by an authorized service per- 
son. Change the spark plug every 
week just for insurance, and check 
the spark plug cap and lead, making 
sure all connections are snug. 

Piston rings should be replaced 
every three races. Too many riders let 
the top end go, and end up paying the 
price. Instead of approximately $30 
for a piston and ring, the rider ends 
up spending $100 or more after dam- 
age has occurred. After three races the 
ring gets thin, which may lead to a 
number of problems, the end result 
engine damage and a probable DNF. 

Once the top end is off you can 
make a simple inspection of the crank 
and bottom end bearing. Remove the 
piston, then rotate the crank until the 
rod is in its highest position. Check 
for up-and-down motion of the rod 
and crank—there will be some side- 
play, which is normal. 

Directly below the rod is a slot, 





through which the bearing can be 
checked. Rotate the bearing with a 
small piece of wire or straightened 
paper clip, checking rollers for a 
snug fit in the cage, yet that they are 
free and easily moveable. If the rollers 
seem loose, the bearing needs replace- 
ment. 

The piston pin can be checked by 
running your fingernail upand down 
it, feeling for imperfections. The pis- 
ton needs to be inspected for score 
marks, which are a sign of water 
and/or dirt getting into the cylinder. 
The piston should look clean a short 
ways past the ring, as a build-up is a 
sign of blow-by—the gas/air mixture 
getting past the rings. A shiny edge 
on the bottom of the piston signals 
it's getting loose and a replacement is 
needed. A cracked piston means that 
top end parts weren't replaced when 
they should have been. With most 
late model cylinders being either elec- 
trofusion or chrome bore, thereplace- 
ment of rings, piston and related 
parts could ward off huge repair bills 
in the form of replacement cylinders. 

Regularly change your engine's 
gearbox oil, and once drained check 
to see that no foreign particles are in 
the oil. Specks of metal is usually a 
sign that something's wrong in the 
transmission. If the oil is a light grey 
color, watér Has" probably worked its 





way into the lower end of your engine, 
in which case you might have to seal 
and/or replace the sidecover gaskets. 

When re-assembling your engine, 
and the rest of the machine, be sure to 
use the proper torque on each nut 
and bolt. Overtightening the head 
can seize the piston. Be aware; alum- 
inum parts take less torque than steel 
bolt-on parts and will strip easily. A 
bit of extra caution will save you a 
bunch of repair time. 

Drive train/rims, hubs and tires 

Once your machine is serviced and 
running well, power still has to be 
put to the ground. As mentioned ear- 
lier, the hubs and brake shoes will 
have to be cleaned if the last run was a 
muddy one. Remove the brake shoes 
from the backing plate and wipe off 
all internal parts, then grease the 
brake shoe pivots. Rough up the sur- 
face of the shoes with sandpaper, or if 
the surface of the shoes is wearing 
thin replace them. 

Check hubs for cracks before re- 
assembling the wheels. Keeping the 
spokes tight will keep the hubs from 
breaking under stress, such as when 
landing off a jump. 

Tires need to be seated properly on 
the rim. Give the tire a spin and 
watch the bead. It should be an equal 


' distance from the rim all the way

around. You'll need a good bite to 
whip the competition, so check the 
knobs on your tires. The drive side of 
the knob will wear more guickly 
than the other side, so if you're on a 
tight budget you can flip the tire 
around for some extra use. If the tires 
have been used on asphalt such as on 
an enduro bike the knobs will be 
worn on both sides egually. As far as 
tire preference, check to see what 
brands and compounds other top 
riders are using. Choice of tires doesn't 
make as big a difference on minis as 
on bigger displacement bikes. 

'The chain should be checked with 
a rider on the bike. The new long 
travel suspension bikes make the chain 
tightest in the middle and loosest at 
the extreme ends. Check the manufac- 
turer's specifications for the proper 
amount of chain play on your bike. 
Chain slack should be measured at 
the top center of the swingarm. If 
adjustment is needed, start by loosen- 
ing the axle nut, then loosening and 
removing the brake rod at the hub. 
Then loosen the chain adjusters, 
which run off the axle. Set the chain- 
side adjuster for the proper chain ten- 
sion and check the hash mark on the 
adjuster in relationship to the marks 
on the swingarm. Set the adjuster on 
the other side to match those marks, 
then recheck the chain's tension. Re- 
place the brake rod; having someone 
hold down the rear brake lever while 
tightening to center the hub. Then 
retighten the axle nut. Always keep 
the chain well lubed—chain lubri- 
cant is another form of chtapue insu- 
rance against DNFs. utet

MOTOCROSS MOM 


IHE GALE WEBB 
SIORY

Several hundred people gathered around a 
12-foot high skateboard ramp, waiting for 
the action to begin. The scene was a major 
shopping center mall. Dressed in safety gear, 


Gale Webb ran to the ramp, 
microphone in hand and 
introduced herself as “Ameri- 
ca's Sports Mom.” The crowd, 
not knowing what to expect, stared at 
Gale in disbelief. 

Gale proceeded to introduce the 
others who participate in her safety 
shows and went on to explain what 
the show was really all about: “Safety 
in all sports, family involvement!” 
As the riders put on their gear an 
action-packed full safety seminar 
shifted into high gear and the crowd 
that had eyed. Gale with disbelief 


turned into a cheering, supportive 
group ranging in age from eight to 
80, experiencing what Gale has 
poured her life's energy and love 
into. 


Gale hails from Brookyln, NY, and 
came into the world a tomboy at 
heart. Fortunately, she was 
strengthened and encouraged by her 
parents, Ruth and Myron Gordon, to 
try whatever she wanted to do. Gale 
idolized her father and he would 
constantly tell Gale to “get on with 
life — you only live once, then it's 
gone forever.” 





Gale took her father's advice 
literally. Asa kid she played football 
with the boys and learned to both 
water and snow ski. As a teenager, 
Gale admits she was no angel. 
Fortunately, her love for sports and 
adventure carried her through the 
rebellious years and into adulthood. 

When Gale graduated from high 
school she put on a backpack and 


hitchiked across the United States : 


and Canada with some friends, 
looking to find out what the world 
was all about. Her adventures led 
Gale into sky diving and an accident 
that nearly proved fatal. 

“On a jump from 10,000 feet I 
pulled my main chute and it 
malfunctioned. My emergency chute 
opened, but still I sustained critical 
injuries when I hit the ground. My 
helmet was partially destroyed, saving 
my life in the process.” A life that her 
doctors said would be spent in a 
hospital because an area of Gale's 
brain that controlled her 
coordination, use of her limbs and 









eguilibrium was damaged. Gale 
started all over again with extensive 
physical therapy. Her experience 
became a case study, well known in 
medical schools throughout the 
United States. Galehadan astounding 
will to live and she made an 
extraordinary comeback. 

Once back on her feet, Gale went to 
a swap meet at the Orange County 
(California) Fairgrounds and ran into 
some girls dressed in motocross gear. 
Curious and ever ready to try 
something new, Gale and the girls 
got intoa rap session about motocross. 
Her appetite whetted, Gale decided 
to give it a go and started racing. In 
1975, one year later, Gale won her 
class at the Carlsbad Women's 
Nationals and picked up some 
sponsors; Orange County Honda for 
one. 

When Gale's son Myron's school 
heard about the sports she was into 
(the newest being skate boarding), 
they asked her if she'd consider 

utting together a show that dealt

with safety in sports. Gale jumped at 
the chance. Myron's classmates all 
knew Gale and trusted her. She was 
like a mother to all of them and this 
would give her a chance to speak 
out on some areas that really 
concerned her. “All I ever heard when 
sports were involved was how 
dangerous skate boarding and 
motocross were,” recalled Gale. “I 
was furious at the prejudicial attitudes 
most. people seemed to have. All 
sports can be dangerous if not 
properly supervised and if safety gear 
isn't used. Take football for instance, 
only football's widely accepted. Skiing 
is dangerous but you never hear 
anyone put it down.” 

The year was 1976and Gale, out of 
racing for a short time after her father 
passed away, found a new challenge 
and a new life in her “Safety In Sports 
Show” that literally snowballed into 
a full-time job. Gale now supports 
her family by presenting, throughout 
the United States, an “Action Show 
For Sports.” She owns the world's 





largest portable halfpipe ramp on 
which she presents exhibitions of 
skate boarding, roller skating and 
bicycle motocross. It didn't take the 
manufacturers long to recognize what 
Gale was doing and start putting 
their support behind her. Among her 
sponsors are American Honda, Bell 
Helmets, Malcolm Smith Products, 
Bel-Ray Oil, White Brothers, Ceet 
Products, NGK Spark Plugs, Dunlop 
Tires, Pro-Trac Trailers, WFO 
Products, and many more including 
Van's Tennis Shoesand Ocean Pacific 
Sunwear. 

I photographed a safety show that 
Gale put on at the Whittwood Mall 
in Whittier and the crowd's reaction 
was fantastic. Gale came across as a 
mother who puts into action what 
she believes in, and who gets on a 
skate board along with the young 
people she works with. She's a very 
special lady who relates egually well 
to all people, young and old. 

When Gale isn't presenting her 
Action Show for major department 





stores or appearing on television in 


the United States and Japan, you'll 
find her headlining the Great 
American Motorcycle Shows around 
the country with Larry Huffman, 
Mike Kidd and Doug Domokos, or 
racing with her son Myron, now 
recovered after open heart surgery 
three years ago and a threat to any 
competitor in sight. 


Motocross is dear to Gale's heart 
and she includes a complete display 
of motorcycles, ATC90s and all the 
safety gear normally used in off-road 
riding and motocross. At one recent 
show, a father came to Gale and 
asked her about buying a motorcycle 
for his young so so he could race. 
This is not uncommon. As for 
Myron's father Jim, at first, he could 
take or leave motocross but since 
acquiring a Honda ATCI85 the 
family can't get him off of it. Jim can 
be found at all the races and shows, 
fully supportive of what Gale is doing. 


At the show in Whittier, Gale was 





joined by some old friends: Dede 
Cates, Jan Murray and Kathy 
Holman, three of the top women 
racers in the country. These three 
were besieged with. requests for 
autographs and information about 
racing. Gale is close to her sister 
racers and they constantly are 
surrounded by love and energy from 
her. They respect Gale as a friend and 
also as a worthy adversary on the 
track. Gale won four California AMA 
State qualifiers last year as an 
Intermediate and has just turned Pro. 


At the end of the interview, Gale 
said, “If it wasn't for the young 
people I work with and my friends in 
racing, the Safety Shows wouldn't be 
possible.” 


Watch for Gale Webb on the major 
networks, promoting safety and 
action. Look for her in magazines 
and newspapers. And if you should 
run into her at a school program or a 
Shopping Mall exhibit, top and say 
hello to someone very special. .

“I guess my ultimate goal is to be World Cham- 
pion. That’s an easy enough goal, right?” The 
speaker is Curt Comer, the newly crowned 


AMA/NATC Observed Trials 


Champion. Curly-haired, blue- 
eyed and 24-years-old, Comer is 
just starting to come into his 
own on the trials scene. He's 
paid his dues, done his time and now 
feels the only place to go is onward and 
upward via the World Championships. 
That's a mighty tall order, but then 
Comer is a mighty determined 
individual. 

"What I would like to do in 1982 is 
ride as many of the World Champion- 
ship rounds as I can -- while defending 
my National title -- to gain enough 
experience to make a full scale assault 
on the title in 1983."

importer, Cosmopolitan Motors, his 
employer, with financial aid and/or 
product assistance from the Tryals 
Shoppe (of Lutz, Florida), Moto-X 
Fox and Jones Goggles. 

North Carolina born and Alabama 
raised, Comer inherited his love of 
motorcycles from his father, Curt, Sr. 

In 1974 Comer decided to try his 
hand at riding a National or two and 
wound up ranked 40th in the nation. 
The following year he upped his 
ranking to 16th and then to llth in 
1976. 

1975-77 were pivotal years for 
Comer. His reputation around the 
Southeast as a top rider was well 
knowrr and*came to the «attention of

Kawasaki just as they were starting a 
regional program to highlight their 
trials bikes. “The Southeastern 
regional office of Kawasaki contacted 
me, said they had heard I was doing 
well in area events and would I like to 
come in and talk about riding for 
them. They set me up with a deal I 
couldn't refuse. That led, in 1976, to 
sponsorship from Kawasaki Motors, 
the importer. I believe this was the 
biggest break of my career, because it 
not only helped my rider development 
immensely, but it gave me the 
incentive to stay with the sport and the 
financial assistance to do it seriously. 
Travel and machine preparation for 
National competition costs a lot, 
especially if you're a high school 
student doing it basically on your 
own." 

Being in the top ten was Comer's 
next goal and 1977 saw him finish sixth 
in the nation. However, it was his final 
year with Kawasaki. “They (Kawasaki) 
were very good to me and at the end of 


'77 told -me-I- could ride for them for 








another season, but they were getting 
out of trials. I would basically have to 
stockpile the spares I needed at the 
beginning of the season and so on. I 
appreciated the offer and the fact they 
still wanted to help me but since there 
wasn't a future, I decided not to re- 
sign and instead go back to riding a 
Montesa.” 

It was upward once again in 1978 as 
Comer inched his way up the ladder to 
fourth in the standings. During the 
year he and a friend, Englishman 
Graeme Foster, had talked about how 
Comer would like to go to England 
and see what trials riding was like over 
there. Foster had said, "Tl get 
working on it." 

And work he did, for in 1979 Comer 
set out across the Atlantic to stay with 
Foster and work in a local shop near his 
home. A deal had been struck with the 
shop and Jim Sandiford, the British 
Montesa importer, to supply Comer 
with a bike and spares. He spent seven 
months there riding in two events 
nearly every weekend. 

“I got in a lot of riding time against 
some very good competitors. Although 
working in the shop was the main idea, 
they were very concerned with good 
finishes so the main idea became 
competition. I might work some, but 
mostly I practiced and kept my bike 
up. It's really a different ballgame 
over there, especially when you first 
begin riding the events. Their philos- 
ophy on layout is totally different from 
ours. They have extremely long loops 
with lots of sections and their's are 
more straight on, straightforward. 
They don't require a lot of trick riding 
techniques like wheelie turning and so 
on. Our sections in America are much 
more like those in continental 
Europe." 

Comer returned to the U.S. and 
took a job at a shop in Colorado 
Springs, Colorado. (One thing a trials 
rider learns is how to survive.) He still 
rode trials and even a bit of MX. He 
also became a terror on the ski slopes. 
"I almost set aside trials for awhile. I 
was riding a Montesa in the local MXs 
and doing fairly well. They have a 
club organization and I worked my 
way up through the ranks until I was 
an Expert. Then it got a lot different. 
Although I could hold my own for 
about the first half of a moto, I would 
fade badly from there on. I would 
have really had to train to have been 
competitive.” 

It was while in Colorado that the 
next big break in Comer's career trans- 
pired. “I was talking with Larry Wise 
(of Cosmopolitan Motors) while I was 
taking him to the airport after a 
NATC (North American Trials 
Council) meeting. He said he was 
looking for someone to be a sales 
representative as well as a rider on the 
National circuit. It was a lucky break 
that came at the right time and I 
accepted on the spot." 

However, by Comer's standards, the 
1980 season in which he finished 
fourth was "not one of my better ones 
because I felt I was riding better. 
Things never seemed to come 
together.” 

If Curt couldn't get it together in 
1980, he couldn't do anything wrong 
this year and easily clinched the title. 
Of the eight rounds, he won five and 
they count the five best rides toward 
the title. 

“Winning the title was something 
I've always dreamed of. I spent a long 
time paying my dues. I guess you could 
say it took a long time to learn what 
needed to be learned. When you win 
the title, you get a bit more attention 
and my market value seems to have 
gone up. There are companies con- 
tacting me to use their products rather 
than the other way around. 

“I owe a lot to my parents who kept 
me going when things looked bad and 











stuck behind me when I really got dis- 
couraged.” 

Although he won five rounds, 
Comer felt if the series was a few 
rounds longer he could have had a 
fight on his hands. “Dwayne Walters, 
who took fourth in the standings, 
could have been real trouble. He was 
strong and coming on stronger at the 
end of the season. He's a rider to 
definitely watch for. Hey, he's only in 
his second season of Nationals. What 
happens when he really gets some 
experience?” 

Comer has a natural presence and 
assuredness which sets him apart from 
all of the top U.S. trials riders except 
Bernie Schrieber, who brought 
America its’ first World Champion- 
ship in trials in 1979. Comer feels that 
Schreiber has been stealing the lime- 
light too long and he would like to do 
something about it. He has the deter- 
mination to succeed. 

Although not outspoken by any 
standards, Comer nevertheless has 
varied opinions and thoughts on a lot 
of things and is not afraid to express 
them. 

“It bothers me that (observed) trials 
riding in America is not a spectator 
sport like it is in England and Europe. 
I believe that overall the sport is 
growing slowly. However, the caliber 
of rider we're producing is very strong. 
Where I see the biggest future for the 
sport is in stadium style trials. 

“I feel we have about six riders who 
should probably be contesting the 
World Championships. If we could all 
do the championship for one year we 
could probably made a dent in the 
establishment at a world level. 

“Trials is a very mental sport. You 
have to have the right mental prepa- 
ration to succeed. You have to have a 
fair amount of ability and then 
practice to get your skill level up. You 
have to have the mental ability to 
apply everything you know under all 
conditions. You need the confidence 
to Know that you can ride and do well 
no matter what -- terrain or weather -- 
the event organizers throw against 
you. 

“Do you have to have a factory bike 
to be competitive? No. You just need 
to know enough about what you're 
riding to improve slightly on the 
standard bike so it suits your style. 
That's the good thing about trials. It's 
a sport where the privateer can use his 
own resources and beat the factory 
teams if he's got it in him. All of the 
current bikes sold are extremely com- 
petitive out of the crate. 

"There's a certain psychology to 
riding trials. If you're in an important 
event like a National or World Cham- 
pionship you want to take your time in 
the first sections and get yourself 
placed right in the riding order. If the 
terrain appears slippery then you want 
to hold back and let the other riders 
scrub (clean) the sections for you and 
get any rollers (loose rocks) settled. For 
obvious reasons, you want the terrain 
the way you like 1t. You should group 
yourself around riders you feel com- 
fortable with. They should be riders 
who will turn in a good performance 
thus motivating you to ride well also. 
Whoever your major competition is for 
the day, you should be pushing or out- 
riding him to where it bothers him 
enough to force mistakes. 

“T feel the Japanese manufacturers 
spent a lot of money promoting trials 
the wrong way. They tried to convince 
people trials was the gentleman's sport 
and the ballet sport of motorcycling. 
They sold some bikes on that premise, 
but people really didn't buy that 
selling idea. Now that trials is being 
presented in America for what it really 
is, a high caliber professional compe- 
tition, it holds a lot more future than it 
did.” 

And Curt Comer will certainly play 
a large part in that future. .

“Play it again, Shep!

SEATTLE, WA, FEB. 5-7 


Larry Johnson's brace of early Honda road ra- 
cers, Gene Kibbey's '47 Norton International, 
Pete Gagan's '26 Brough Superior and D. Banks’ 
1904 Indian (oldest bike) were just a few of the 


trophy winners among the 250 
entries at Seattle's Second Annual 
Cycle Expo. However, the real 
story of Expo II is not just who 
won, but who (and what) was there; 
for this grassroots gathering of vintage/ 
classic and racebike enthusiasts is 
rapidly evolving into a major indoor 
event — one that for quality and 
quantity could play well anywhere in 
the country. 

Competition headliners this year 
were the Northwest's own AMA 
National Sidecar Champions, pilot 
Bruce Lind and passenger Jack Hart. 
They had the Lind/Hart rig on a 
pedestal display, with their racing 
leathers "stuffed and mounted" in 
full-race hangout position, backed 
by photo murals of the team at speed, 
large tech-spec info boards and a pair 
of cutaway TZ750 engines on stands. 
(Actually, the one engine “cutaway” 
was begun when the number four 
piston launched itself into the track-- - 





side weeds. Bruce and Jack just 
cleaned it up with a hacksaw and 
grinder to create the display. 

Across the aisle was the Velo 
Owners' Club section, flanked by 
Ron Titensor and Dave Strecker's 
trophy-winning display of Italian 
exotica — a Mondial, a Parilla 175, 
three Ducati singles, a 125cc GP 
engine on static display, an MV 
Agusta street twin and an artful back- 
ing of graphics, photos and factory 
logos. 

Facing the Italians was the NeraCar 
display, put up by show producer 
Richard “Shep” Shepard — three of 
these odd crossbreeds in a rustic set- 
ting created by packing crates, board 
fence, heaps of old car parts and 
genuinely antigue hand tools. Two 
unrestored hulks rested “in situ," 
much as a prospective owner might 
find them in some farmer's shed. A 
fully-reconditioned black 1926 model 
with paired headlights rested beside 


- -the- hulks, -with- a vintage. helmet, . - l-

goggles and gloves laid at the ready. 

Backing up the NeraCars were 
Norm Trevor's Morgan 1100 three- 
wheeler, an 800-pound rig powered 
by a water-cooled J.A.P. V-twin; Carl 
Rader's Ariel (restored after recovery 
from the bottom of a river); Shep's 
1934 Crocker speedway bike (ridden 
in its racing debut by the great Milne 
Brothers); and a Classic M/C of Can- 
ada collection that garnered two tro- 
phies (Banks' aforementioned '04 
Indian and Gagan's unrestored '26 
Brough — which runs). Also in the 
Canada contingent were a '49 Ariel 
Red Hunter, a 1908 CCM motorized 
bicycle (no relation to Clews Compe- 
tition Motors of modern vintage), a 
Henderson Deluxe four-cylinder and 
another trophy-winner, Gordon 
Salsbury's '29 Harley JD. 

Gene Kibbey's K & P Classics was 
represented by a trophy-winning '46 
Indian Chief with boat-body sidecar, 
sharing a pedestal with a '66 Match- 
less/ Bender rig. Also notable among 
the K & P contingent were an olive- 
drab military Moto Guzzi Super Alce 
(vintage '43) with rigid handlebars 
for the passenger and a bolt-action 
rifle clipped alongside; a '52 Norton 
ES2; a red/silver '66 Matchless with a 
13:1 alky-burning motor; a 1916Smith 
"Motor Wheel" that bolted to the 
side of a standard bicycle; a '61 
Matchless G80CS set up as a “street 
scrambler;” a '49 Vincent Comet 500 
single; and the trophy-winning Nor- 
ton International ''unrestored” 
(which looked better than most two- 
year-old used bikes). 

While the serious collectors and 
restorers drew the critical accolades, 
much of the flavor of this Seattle 
show stems from its grassroots char- 








acter and its wide variety. There was 
room in this show for racebikes, 
dragbikes, dressers, customs and 
things that defied classification. There 
were dealer displays, but the empha- 
sis was on the particular dealer's own 
collection of odd and interesting 
motorcycles more than on selling. 

Dan Breck of Seattle Honda/Seat- 
tle Yamaha brought a John Player 
Norton and a Bimota Suzuki to fatten 
the racebikes section. Greg's Green- 
lake had a Morini 3% Sport and a 
pre-release Kaw GPz750. Dewey's 
Triumph provided a backdrop of 
genuine, original Triumph factory 
packing crates for a collection of clas- 
sictwins, augmented by the Triumph 
Owners' Club. Montesa West, Tom's 
Accessories, Fantasy Cycle and Cycle 
Factory also contributed to the entry 
list and shared in the trophy awards 
as well. 

The Seattle Cossacks, who do pre- 
cision drill and stunt riding on 
genuine vintage American V-twins, 
gathered in a trophy with a unigue 
little ““% Scale Harley" with sidecar. It 
looks kid-size but is ridden regularly 
by a 300-pound man. 

One that looks kid-size and is rid- 
den by kids is Chris O'Neal's clown 
bike — a Briggs & Stratton-powered 
mini with a tiny Watsonian sidecar. 
It's ridden regularly around the park- 
ing lot at the Classic Club's Sunday 
breakfast by Jessica and Eli O'Niel, 
ages four and five (more or less). 

Outside the pure “vintage” classifi- 
cation were the dressers, exemplified 
-by Jim and Vera Darwin's wine- 
colored “Silver Rose;” and a number 
of custom/dragbike entires, like Cycle 
Factory's NOX-injected Triumph 
rail, Lowell. Magoon's technoid 





turbo-chopper with electronic igni- 
tion and solid-state controlled Rivera/ 
SU blower, a mildly risgue display 
centered on an orange H-D/S & S 
dragster that gives new meaning to 
the phrase “Godzilla Lives!” 

Several exhibitors brought in video 
and other audio-visuals to augment 
their displays. Lind/Hart had video 
tapes of the Long Beach GP sidecar 
race; Tom Young had tapes of sta- 
dium trials drawing folks tohis Mon- 
tesa West stand; Washington State 
Safety Coordinator Bill Spencer was 
showing Motorcycle Safety Founda- 
tion slides and pumping the area's 
riding courses; Cycle Factory ran a 
videotape of “Easy Rider;” and 
WMRRA, teamed with Claude 
Hammond in the racebike section, 
ran club racing slides. 

However, one bit of “audio' 
brought the whole show to a rever- 
ent, awe-struck standstill. Its producer 
is Larry Johnson. Wheelchair-ridden 
since a 1969 racing accident, Larry 
has spent much of the last decade 
pursuing a passion for classic race- 
bikes. He owns the only surviving 
250 Paton (prounced Pa-TOHN) in 
the world, plus three of Honda's first 
serious production road racers. (They 
area 50cc CR110, 2 125cc CR93 and a 
250cc CR72. When his CR77 is fin- 
ished restoration, he'll have a defini- 
tive, running collection of Honda's 
CR-series four-valves. 

Larry also owns a Honda CBX, 
which he swears he'll ride someday, 
solo, aided by retractable landing 
gear and hand controls. For now, he's 
content to buy “an exhaust system for 
every day of the week,” let certain 
good friends ride it, and record the 
sound. He loaned Shep a tape of one 
particualr session laid down at Port- 
land International Raceway with six 
open meggas on the beast. Shep put 
the tap on the show's PA system, 
which otherwise had been rendering 
mood music (“vintage” rock 'n roll). 


For three minutes Saturday and 
three minutes Sunday, the entireshow 
stood still. Breaths caught in throats, 
eyes closed, pulses raced as the 
Ferrari-like wail dopplered up and 
down throughout the hall; each lis- 
tener possessed of a personal vision of 
a machine and rider flashing past at 
100-plus, awash in a spine-tingling, 
bone-chilling, orgasmic sound. 

Oh, play it again, Shep! ۰

Livingstonlassoes

PLASTER CITY, CA, JAN. 31 
Leon Livingston rode his 
Kearney Mesa Yamaha spon- 
sored Husky on the edge to 
capture the Fudpucker Racing 
Team’s Barking Spider Hare Scram- 
bles. The race saw the riders leave in 
two waves, and the first loop was 12 
miles followed by three more made 
up of 20 miles each. 

In the mad dash to thesmokebomb

Later heexplained he was 
testing a shock system and stretching 
out for a big race coming up the next 
weekend. He led Corda and Living- 
ston into home check, where he pit- 
ted and they didn't. 

Corda was smoking in the lead 
with Livingston second. “I looked to 
my left,” said Livingston, “and I 
could see Roeseler closing on Corda 
fast. I had a better line, they got in 
the dirt and the wind blew it away 
from me."' Just then Corda seized and 
Livingston picked up 30 seconds at 
the end of loop two while Paul Eddy 








was third and Dale Stevenson fourth. 
Livingston was now on the edge 
because he just knew Roeseler was 
going to zip it at any second. “I wish 
someone had told me that Larry 
packed it in after the second loop," 
said Livingston, who had a five- 
minute lead at the end of the third 
loop. 

Livingston finished the race eight 
minutes ahead of the next rider, Open 
Amateur Justin Brady. Terry Strau- 
wald led the 125cc Expert parade as 
Ed Foland fought bugs in his new 
green machine. Vet Expert Monte 
Lee stayed in the top 10, leading his 
class with Claude Maynard second 
and Jay Ahrens third. Tom Carroll 
nipped the Vet Amateur class for the 
first place trophy. 

Young Mike McCoy rode his 80cc 
in the 125cc Novice class. Though he 
didn't finish near the top and got off 
several times he made it home under 
his own power. There was another 
bike slowing for the checkered flag 
when Mike on his plucky 80cc held it 
open right past that fellow for one 
more spot in the finish order. E

Yamaha of Montclairs Greg 
itterkopf had a bus night at 


Corona Raceway after he cap- 
tured the overall victory in both 


the 250 and 500cc Pro classes. Zitter- 
kopf's win in the 250cc Pro class wasn't 
taken too lightly since the class was 
made up of some top-rate riders. One,

Seattle International Raceway 
packed ’em in on the best day of 
the season weather-wise with a 
superb turnout of over 300 riders 
on this excellent winter day in Washing- 
ton.

Robb Manning (Hi-Point Hon) put 
his CR into the lead over Stacy Thorn- 
ton (Bellevue Yam), Lance Richotte 
(Suz), Chad Paine (Suz) and Pro flat 
tracker Lars Trulson (Suz) in the first 
125cc Pro moto. Manning and Thorn- 
ton have staged battles here at SIR be- 
fore and were at it again, but both 
yielded to Richotte, who has improved. 
greatly as of late. Richotte held off 
"Thornton, who got Manning also, to 
take the first moto over Thornton, 
Manning, Paine, Trulson and Brad 
Bolmes (Suz). 

Moto two, Manning motored to the 
front of the pack and wanted everyone 
to know this is "Manning territory." 
Thornton wasn't far behind in second 
ahead of Richotte, Chad Torbergson 
(Suz) Todd Paulson (Suz) and 
Bolmes.

Davis, Whiting, 
Light land Benton 
County ST wins

While most of the Professional 
riders were racing at the 
National in Houston, theaction 
at the Willamette Valley Cycle 
Club's Benton County indoor short 
track was still devastating. Former 
National number 94 Gary Davis 
(Willamette Beverage Bul) stayed 
home from the National to capture 
the loot and the 250cc Pro main event 
over fellow Eugene rider Brian Loesch 
(Bul). David Whiting won both the 
Open A and Open Pro mains on his 
D&V Yamaha 500 and Pro moto- 
crosser Clay Light (LOP/Super Seer/ 
Yamhill Yam) put his water-pumper 
YZH across the line besting Expert 
Joe Eaton (Yam of St. Helens) for the 
125cc A main win. 

The best gualifying always seems 
to be in the 250cc Pros. This time it 
was heat number three that got the 
crown to rise. Whiting (D&V Yam) 
led over Davis, Danny Cain (Yam) 
and Bob “Pickel” Mahr (Yam). Davis 
swooped inside of Whiting to take 
the lead on the third lap of the four- 
lap heat race to take the win and a 
direct transfer to the main, but Whit- 
ing, who took second, would have to 
go via the semi. 

'The250cc Pro semis saw Mahr lead 
the pack over Scott Carneau and Ron 
Adams (Bul). The pack went down in 
a horrendous heap; it was a mess of a 


































pileup, and when the dust had cleared, 
Adams was left with a painfully 
broken ankle and was rushed to the 
nearby hospital. Mahr yielded to Bob 
Ingle (Yam) at the restart, and Ingle 
took the win. 

The 250cc Pros were on the line for 
the main and ready to goatit. Aftera 
bit of arguing about who starts where, 
they finally got the bugs worked out 
and settled on a two-row start. Davis 
put his Bultaco into the lead and slid 
into turn one ahead of Whiting, 
Tony Overman (Yam of Corvallis) 
and Ken Celorie (Yam), who was a 
rookie in last year's Nationals. Celo- 
rie made a charge but got bucked off 
and appeared to be in pain. 

Davis began to pull away from 
Whiting, but Brian Loesch (Bul) 
worked Madly through the pack and 
challenged Davis to a duel by the 
halfway point in the race.

It looked like Davis 
would be taken out, but instead he 
did the deed to Loesch, who was 
forced down, but remounted guickly 
enough to hang on to second over 
Overman who got by Whiting when 
he got out of shape. Ellis Coorman 
took fifth, Ingle sixth, Dennis Cain 
(Yam) seventh and Celorie (Yam) 
eighth in the 12-lap main. 

Next was the 125cc A main. Joe 
Eaton (Yam) won both the trophy 
dash and the heat, but it was MXer 
Clay Light who took the scratch and 
led all the way in the 10-lap main 
event, holding off Eaton by mere 
inches on his LOP Yamaha with 
knobbies and 12 inches of travel, 
which was the ticket today since the 
track was rougher than usual. 

The Open A main was one heck of 
a good race. Whiting, who just turned 
17 the day before, was looking to add 
to the brass and shot out front of the 
pack putting his thumper ahead of 
Mike Huffman (Hon of Roseburg) 
and Jim Torpey (Bul). Ryan Fisher 
(Vern's Air Sales Yam) was there to 
take advantage of a spill by Huffman 
to move into third, then displaced 
Torpey to go after Whiting, but it 
was Whiting's night to be as he took 
the win. 

The final race of the evening was 
the Open Pro main event, which is 
one of our favorites here at the fair- 
grounds. The big singles echo through 
the arena. The track was getting 
guiterough in thelate stages, and the 
Pros were ready to tear it up. Whiting 
was stoked and kept the fire burning 
as the flag started race went under 
way. Whiting led over Overman and 
Fisher. Salem rider Chuck Glender 
put his 500 into fourth as Whiting 
waxed the pack holding off Over- 
man. Overman did get by for the lead 
on lap six and led it until the last lap 
when his boot caught one of the 
infield tires which dropped him to 
second, barely holding off Fisher at 
the flag.

Over 500 amateurs packed the 
Seattle Kingdome for the annual 
“after the Pro program racing,” 
just one hour after Team Suz- 


uki's Mark Barnett crossed the line to 
take the main event. Ten-thousand 
Seattle motocross fans stayed around 
long enough to witness slaughter- 
ings by Mike Larson (Hi-Point/Hon) 
in 125cc A, Scott Tyler (Devol Eng./ 
Mai) in 250cc A and John Christian, 
Jr. (Yamaha support) in Open A.

included heat races, semis and finals. 
In the larger classes, the top 14 riders 
made a direct transfer to the main. In 
some cases, such as the 125 and 250cc 
B class, four heats and a semi were 
run before deciding the final lineup. 
The racing was action-packed and 
kept the spectators on their feet. 

The first in the series of main 
events was the Mini A class, which 
featured some of the Northwest's best 
Experts. Steve Oster (Yam) got the 
jump on the pack to lead out of the 
gate ahead of 18 others. Bobby Moore 
(Suz) closed in the early going to 
charge to first, but the two collided in 
midair letting Larry Ward (Kaw) 
inherit the lead. Montana rider Eric 
Tice (Yam) was also in the turmoil, 
resulting in the first accident of the 
evening in the amateur races. 

Todd Hoover (Yam) pounced at 
the opportunity to go to second, Ida- 
ho's Lowell Thompson, Jr. (Yam) 
third. Moving guite rapidly through 
traffic was Jamie Munson (Yam) who 
had Scott Grimm (Yam) pressing for 
fourth. Ward opened up a nice lead 
by the halfway point, and there was 
nothing but daylight between him- 
self and the Hoover/ Thompson dice. 

Early leader Oster was also on the 
move and soon found himself in 
sixth. Oster reeled in both riders to go 
to third, but thats as far as the 
youngster would get. Ward took the 
win with Hoover second. 

The 100cc A and B classes were 
ready to roar, and 21 riders funneled 
into turn one. Wade Janssen (Yam) led 
the pack over Steve Oster (Yam) and 
B rider Les Yocum (Suz). Oster took 
over on lap two as Yocum, Janssen 
and Jamie Clendenen (Yam) gave 
chase. There was nothing the compe- 
tition could do to stop Oster, who 
was in back-to-back events; you could 
say the competition was more or less 
““Osterized.” Janssen ended up second, 
although guite a ways behind. 

After a brief delay to remove the 
latest "victim," the 125cc A heats 
were run off. Heat number one had 
Dennis Dolquist (Yam) blaze a trail 
to turn one ahead of Kawasaki rider 
Cory Klaudt, Roland Shaff (Suz) and 
David Froembling (Hon). Klaudt 
worked by Dolquist on the second go 
'round and was really sailing around 
the sandy course, taking the win fol- 
lowed by Dolquist, Shaff and Sam 
Anderson (Yam) of Montana. 

Heat two had Mike Larson (Hon) 
pull the holeshot and run away with 
the race. The younger Larson has a 
style similar to brother Phil's and 
used it to put the heat in the bag 
ahead of Jeff Chapman (Kaw), Lance 
Richotte (Suz) and Chuck Ensrod. 

The stage was now set for the 
main. Twenty-eight Pro/Expert rid- 
ers were ready to go for it. Klaudtand 
Craig Stanaway (Yam) led when the 
gate dropped in the final. Klaudt 
opened up a early lead that had to be 
seen to be believed and found the 
going easy until Larson, who got off 
10th, joined Klaudt and Stanaway. 
Larson picked off Stanaway and reeled 
in Klaudt for the big catch. The two 
riders put on a spectacular display of 
riding. Klaudt didn't give up easily 
and made a valiant charge that.closed 
the gap, but Larson wouldn't be 
denied the win.

the lead away from Weidman. Davis, 
who is a very flashy rider and looks a 
lot like the big guns who raced earlier 
in the day, put distance on the pack 
and was flat out running away, that 
is, literally "smoking." Davis was the 
victor over Weidman, Dunlap and 
Rob Burkhart (Hon). 

Heat two saw Bruce Irwin (Suz) 
lead, but Scott Tyler (Mai) made a 
drive from mid-pack to second. The 
Maico rider then swooped to the 
inside, and that's all there was to this 
race. Second went to Ted Pinkman 
(Yam). 

Davis put his Suzuki into the lead 
going into turn onein thefinal ahead 
of Jeff Birkestol (Yam), Tyler, Mike ` 
Egbert (Yam) and Dunlap. Davis 
used his smooth riding to put the 
pack way back, until Tyler was un- 
leashed and moved to second. Davis 
and Tyler put ona terrific dice for the 
lead. Every time Tyler would close 
in, the Alaska champ would shut the 
door. Dirkestol, Dunlap, Pinkman 
and John Christian (Yam) gave chase. 


Christian decided enough was 
enough and was going for another 
double win (last year he won both the 
250 and Open A classes). Christian 
for third. Birkestol, Dunlap, Egbert 
and Pinkman were fourth through 
seventh. 


After a long series of 250cc B heat 
races and Semis, the Open A class 
riders were ready to do their thing. 
With only 28 riders, no gualifiers 
were necessary. Roby Bass put his 
Pro-Link into the lead at the start of 
the final over Sam Fetterley (Suz), 
Mike Mohrbacher (Hus) and Jay 
Mintyala (Yam). Bass blasted the pack 
two laps when Christian (Yam sup- 
port) came from nowhere to pressure. 
wrong, the berm went poof, and his 
Bass yielded to Christian in the early 
stages of the race while Mohrbacher 
fled Mintyala and third-place Tom 
Lansford (Hon). Once out front, 
Christian cruised all alone while 
Bass, Mintyala and “Mad Mike” 
Mohrbacher made a three-way dice 
for second. In the end it was Chris- 
tain crushing the pack to Snag the 
checkered flag while Bass prevailed 
for second over Mintyala, Mohrbacher 
and Lansford. 

One other race that you'd have to 
call a slaughtering was the Over The 
Hill race. One rider who I remember 
racing from years back (when I was in 
grade school) is Gordy Ochs (Hon). 
Ochs rides well and goes extremely 
fast for an “old man.” Ochs worked 
from dead last to third in one lap. 
The others were destined to fall prey 
as Ochs got around Tom Lansford 
(Hon), who also goes fast. 

Garry Roestel (Hus) and Mike Perry 
(Yam) of Oregon were also front- 
runners in this race. In fact, Perry led 
it for a portion until falling to Ochs. 
Ochs went absolutely wild out front, 
crossing it up. The top four were 
never far apart and Ochs was across 
the line first to take the win over 
Lansford, Roestel and Perry. ۰

Curvy lane positioning 

Recently I received a letter from the 
thoughtful father of two grown 
motorcyclists. The safety point he 
mentions should be considered, par- 
ticularly by riders whose peg-shaping 
zeal may be causing them to overlook 
a basic motorcycling fact of life. When 
going through a fast left curve, it is 
meaningless to focus on keeping your 
tires to the right of the double yellow 
when your head or other anatomical 
or mechanical appendages are hang- 
ing out there a couple of feet to the 
dead side of center. If a rider's head or 
mirror gets whacked by a four- 
wheeler’s fender or mirror, there is 
little consolation in knowing that 
none of the six wheels touched yel- 
low paint. 

On left curves riders should visual- 
ize a center wall rather than a center 
line. To avoid beating your head 
against the wall, your tzres have to be 
two to four feet away at the curve's 
apex. The situation is compounded 
if the road at the curve is off-camber 
(banked the wrong way) or hasa high 
crown (higher in center so water runs 
off properly). 

'This reminder struck a particu- 
larly responsive chord with me 
because I live on a very popular coun- 
try road (like 100 motorcycles per 
hour on nice days). On my daily 
commute I know that there are cer- 
tain curves where, once or twice a 
month, there will be a car or truck 
coming at me partically in my lane. I 
avoid surprises on these curves by 
using only the right half of my lane. 

I have paid my hospital dues (six 
months — car, not motorcycle acci- 
dent) and do not want to go back. 

Think about it.

Jay in trying to get the win. 
On Sunday, just like many other 
Sundays, the arena was lifted to new 
heights by one superstar 
Supercrosser/Superbiker. Steve Wise 
was off the MX team but with two wins 
at the ABC TV Superbikers event, he 
was picked to ride in the Superbike 
road racing class. Plus, with declining 
enrollment in the flat track ranks, the 
AMA in its infinite wisdom, produced 
a crossover licensing program mr a 
guy like Wise could aquire an E 
dirt track card. And so he show us 
at the Houston Astrodome TT 
National with his Superbikers 
machine. A very competitive 500cc GP 
type single cylinder two-stroke set u 
for the smooth stuff and wort 
somewhere between $35,000-$40,000. 
In the heat race he had the fans on 
their feet with some of the high flying 
antics over the jump that were what 
the MX guys would expect but a little 
much for the smoothies. As he 
progressed through the madding 
crowd, he came upon the two-time TT 
winner Steve Eklund and as they went 
through the right hander after the 
jump only Wise came out, with 
Eklund showing Wise the number he 
had just two years ago. Eklund was 
highly displeased with the manner in 
which Mr. Wise so unceremoniously 
dispensed with his effort and no 
matter how much he discussed this 
opinion with referee Duke Oliges or 
racing commissioner Mike DiPrete, 
Mr. Eklund was out for the night. 
Later in the evening, d the 25- 
lap main event, a lot of crashing went 
on and some of it was once again 
blamed on Mr. Wise and his not-so- 
stylized style. When the checkered 


' came out, it was the Great American 


Motorcycle of Tex Peel with Ricky 
Graham in the saddle with the 
checkers and a very jubilant H-D boss 
Dick O'Brian with a broad smile 
behind the victory ceremony. 

Despite all the moaning and 
groaning, the only thing wrong with 
the whole thing is that Honda went 
about a good idea the wrong way. The 
difference in riding styles is really a 
minor point with the exception of 
hurting someone. A lot of bumping 
goes on in this type of racing, in fact, 
during the main event when Mr. Wise 
brushed by Mr. Kidd for second place, 
Mr. Kidd brushed Mr. Wise back to 
fourth place. Later on the 20th lap 
while Mr. Wise was cruising along 
back in second after Mr. Kidd and Mr. 
Poovey had a meeting in one turn, Mr. 
Wise slowed considerably when the 
four dollar rear brake stay broke and 
he was left without aft slowing devices. 
All the while the only non-Honda rider 
in on the action, Mr. Graham was long 
gone. 

Boiling it all down, the flat track 
style stays within certain limits, such as 
the white lines that delineate the 
racing surface, while the motocross 
style goes beyond. Refer to the picture 
below.

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The Chinese are celebrating this 
year as the “Year of the Dog,” 
which could be good news for 
the many “underdog” privateers 
who will be entered in the coming 
Daytona 200 miler road race on March 
7. 

Privateers have won the last three in 
a row, or since Kenny Roberts lapped 
the field on his factory Yamaha back 
in 1978. 

Both Yamaha and the Privateers 
may be in for some trouble this year 
with all four major Japanese factories 
fielding riders for the '82 meeting. 

Yamaha riders have won the 200 
every year since 1971, ridden by both 
factory and privateer riders on 350 
and 750cc two-stroke machines. To 
say that they have dominated 
America’s longest road race would be 
an understatement. 

The Yamaha effort this year is of 
course led by Roberts, who we 
consider to be the finest road racer. 
ever to come out of America. King 
Kenny has won more road races in the 
U.S. and Europe than any other. 

Joining Kenny as more or less of a 
gamble will be first time Formula One 
entrant, Jim Filice, the number two 
Lightweight 250cc rider a year ago 
and the Rookie of the Year dirt 
tracker. 

Both will be entered on new 
Yamaha 500cc two-stroke machines, 
untested in actual racing events prior 
to Daytona. 

But Roberts will have a Yamaha 750 
four sitting in the team garage under 
the Goodyear tower. It will strictly be 
classed as a “back-up” machine and 
who can blame them? 

Since Kenny scored that most 
impressive win back in '78 his efforts 
on a 750 have been limited to a 
handful of actual competition laps, 
having never gone far enough to 
reguire even the first gas stop. 

Roberts will not be alone with Filice 
as riders that are committed to the 
smaller, lighter, some say faster, 500s. 


-Kawasaki will field a new 500 with . 


former 250cc kingpin Eddie Lawson in 
the saddle. Lawson has dominated 
250cc racing the past two seasons but 
is giving it a pass this year to go after 
Formula One and Superbike efforts. 
This leaves the 100-mile 250cc race 
more or less wide open. More about 
that later 

Californian Randy Mamola returns 
to Daytona for the first time in several 
years, riding a factory Suzuki 500. 
'This of the same type that has carried 
him close to the 500cc World 
Championship the past two seasons in 
Europe and to the win at Laguna Seca 
last summer. 

Suzuki has come close to winning 
the Daytona event a couple of times, 
going back many years. Mamola gives 
them their most proven rider and well 
tested machine. 1 

Honda's Freddie Spencer and Mike 
Baldwin will both ride the new 1000cc 
V-4 FWS, which is derived from the 
Magna and Sabre V-4 street bikes. 

Baldwin is back after missing several 
seasons due to injury and riding 
endurance races all of last season in 
various foreign countries. He ran well 
in one n 200 miler, going from the 
back of the grid to finish fourth on a 
dated Kawasaki KR750 triple. 

Spencer came close last year to 
winning both the 200 and the 
Superbike events. He was leading the 
200 when the mechanical bugs 
dropped him out, well past the 
halfway mark of the race. He led prior 
to that as well. 

Lawson and Spencer have both won 
the 250cc Novice and Lightweight and 
in the past and both will be bidding 
once again to become the first rider to 
ever win a Daytona "Grand Slam" by 
also winning the Superbike race and 
the 200. 

The privateers will be well 
represented by three riders who have 
all proven they are capable of winning 
the Daytona 200. They are two-time 
winner and one time second place 
finisher Dale Singleton, one of the top 
three last year, Rich Schlachter, and 
last year's fourth place runner, Dave 
Aldana. à 

Singleton, Daytona's "Six Hundred 
Mile Man" has finished either first or 
second the past three times at the 
Speedway and although Dale does not 
fare as well at the other events, he just 
keeps rolling along when it comes to 
Daytona on his rug merchant 
(Beaulieu)/building contractor (Taylor 
White) sponsored Yamaha 750. No 
rider can boost the three year finish 
average at Daytona like the "Georgia 
Pig Farmer" has turned in. 

Schlachter, the pride of all New 
England, left the States last year after 
his near-Daytona win and went road 
racing in Europe with mild success. He 
got an education on how to overhaul 
engines in the back of a van and how 
to cope with the European "bump- 
start" dead engine system of getting off 
the starting line. 

This type of race start finds the rider 
standing by his machine with the 
engine off. The flag drops, the rider 
pushes, the rider prays, and maybe the 
engine will start -- and maybe it won't. 
A hell of way to decide a race and 
races over there have been decided by 
this outdated system. 

But Rich is back on home ground 
and although he is the oldest of the 
pre-race favorites, he should find 
Daytona much easier to cope with 
than in the past. His raft of mechanics 
and helpers are legion and know how 
to make a bike run fast enough to win. 

Veteran Dave Aldana is also back 
from the foreign wars and is here to 
stay, at least for the entire '82 AMA 
National road race season. His factory 
contract to ride endurance races 
overseas was not renewed this season 


and Dave is out to prove they were 


wrong. 


I talked with him in mid-January 
and he is pumped and more ready to 


go than in a long while. 
He wil ride a Yamaha 750, 
owned, tuned and sponsored by 


veteran backer, Don Vesco. The same 
Vesco that gave him a Daytona ride at 
the last minute a year ago. The same 
combination that finished a solid 
fourth place. 

Aldana told me he feels like he is 
starting all over once again but to me 
he also seems super serious about his 
American racing efforts this season. 


There will be other privateers 
besides’ these three, of course. France 
always sends one or two riders that 
have run very well at Daytona but are 
not heard from again in later FIM 
events. 3 

So the brand/engine mix appears to 
be the best ever with Honda, 
Kawasaki, Suzuki and Yamaha all in 
the factory fold with 1000, 750 and 
500cc engines. 

The 250cc race, now known as the 
Formula Two class, is without the rider 
that won it on the last lap the last two 
years running, Eddie Lawson. 

Kawasaki has withdrawn from any 
official American factory 250cc 
involvement, leaving the 100-mile 
Saturday race to what appears to be a 
two rider confrontation between Jim 
Filice on a new 60-horsepower factory 
Yamaha 250 and the '81 FIM 
champion, Tony Mang from West 
Germany on a factory Kawasaki. 


Filice chased Lawson all the way last 
year with Mang in a distant third 
place. 

Mang has raced the Daytona 
Lightweight event four times and has 
run in the top four each outing, but 
has never won. He came within inches 
of victory two years ago when Lawson 
and Spencer got to playing around on 
the last lap with each wanting the 
other to lead out of the final turn. 

These two riders are the class of the 
field and both will ride 250s that are 
capable of over 150 mph on the 
straightaways, where races are won or 
lost at Daytona. 

For the first time the Novice riders 
will be blended into this class along 
with the Experts, giving some of the 
newer riders a real opportunity to 
make a name for themselves just by 
staying close to either or both of the 
pre-race favorites. 


The Sueprbike event, again spon- 
sored by Bell Helmets, will be another 
classic showdown between Freddie 
Spencer, Wes Cooley and Lawson. 


For some reason or another the 
Suzukis always appear to have the 
horsepower edge in this one but run 
equal in other Superbike races at other 
tracks. 


There are no finer Superbike riders 
than Spencer, Lawson and. Cooley. 
Each is on a different brand and has 
miles of experience. It only remains 
now to see if Suzuki will bring 
additional riders like they did last year 
when New Zealand's Graeme Crosby 
ran wheel to wheel with Cooley until 
the final turn. 


Honda proved last year that they 
could run with the Suzukis at Daytona 
but they must refine their pit stops to 
stay with them to the very end. 
Lawson's Kawasaki should also be 
improved this time around to give us a 
possible threesome on the final lap and 
the final turn. 

Two hundred miles is a long way, 
and 100 miles is also a long way. No 
final at Daytona can be described as a 
Trophy Dash, so perhaps the year of 
the Dog just might end up the year of 
the “The Underdog” on March 5-6- 
7.Or could it possibly be another “Year 
of the Pig?"

“This is better than testing in Japan,” noted 
Suzuki star Brad Lackey after clinching the 
number one plate in the seventh and final 
round of the Continental Moto-sports Club/ 


Preston Petty Golden State 
Series. America's top GP hope- 
ful went on to add, “I'm glad 
Larson was pushing us the 
whole series; he made us work hard to 
improve the bike, and now we are 
more prepared for the Grands Prix.” 


Hi-Point Honda rider Phil Larson 
had a slight mathematical chance of 
taking the title in the final race, and 
the young Bremerton, WA, rider rode 
two strong 500cc Pro motos but had 
to settle for the runner-up slot behind 
Lackey. 

Coming into the day's event, three 
riders had a chance at taking the 
250cc title — Honda riders Donnie 
Hansen and Jim Gibson and Yama- 


ha's Bob Hannah. Hannah and 
Hansen battled in the first moto with 
Hannah reaching the checkers first to 
accompanying smiles in the Yamaha 
camp. 

Bad luck struck Hannah in the 
second moto when he fell and injured 
his ankle forcing him into the pits in 
obvious pain. “When I fell the foot- 
peg hit my ankle," explained a de- 
Jected Hannah later in the pits. “It 
hurt so bad I knew I couldn't catch 
Hansen so I pulled off.” 

Hansen went on to clinch the over- 
all win and the title by placing second 
behind teammate Gibson whose 
points total edged Hannah from 
second place in the series. 

It was business as usual for Honda

Bunch fended 
off challenges from teammate Rick 
Hemme and Yamaha rider Danny 
Storbec! ite to winning both 
mt "e series title.

Larson nailed down the first moto 
holeshot. Tim Worth. pushed his 


Honda 480 into the number two slot 
as the pack rounded the first turn, 
and Lackey slipped into third. 

On lap two, Wheelsmith Maico 
rider Micky Dymond moved into 
fourth with Larry Hooper and Jerome 
Heiberger occupying the next two 
positions on their Alpha One Mai- 
cos. Worth began to fade, and Lackey 
moved into second. 


The next lap, Lackey held it on 
going over the double jumps and 
passed Larson in midair. Larson dove 
back under Lackey in the next corner, 
but Lackey had the good line set up 
for the following turn, and he quickly 
regained the front position. Larson 
kept the pressure on for a few laps 
before Lackey's blazing pace carried 
him to a big lead. Hieberger and 
Yamaha Pro Support rider Eric 
McKenna continued their series long 
battle over third place with Heiberger 
getting the nod.

The solo shock syndrome hits 
Maisch's machine

Dealers who attended the 1982 Maico show 
had the privilege of meeting Otto Maisch, the 
founder of Maico in West Germany. The 
elderly gentleman emitted a sense of pride 


while giving his short speech at 
the showing. When he said, “I 
am proud of my motorcycles," 
we believed he meant it. 

Buying a Maico, in this case a 250 
Alpha 1, is somewhat of a package 
deal. Not only. do you get the latest in 
suspension and useable power coupled 
with a  workable geometry that 
handles, but you also own something 
which seems a bit more personalized 
than the latest in Japanese technology. 
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Not all riders can put aside a Japanese 
bike and ride a Maico, but those who 
can are usually highly successful. 

A study done for Maico over 1981 
through a representative sampling 
showed that 26 percent of those who 
purchased Maicos bought 250's. A 
relatively low portion of the total, 
something folks at the factory con- 
sidered when fabricating the '82 
model. They were intent on doing 
something about it. 

'82 changes

Maico has a reputation of building 
no compromise race bikes, and '82 
proved no exception. The biggest 
change is the single shock rear 
suspension, prompted by the 
company’s marketing position in rela- 
tionship to other manufacturers who 
offer similar suspension. After testing 
several systems, Maico decided to go 
with a simplistic progressive rocker 
arm which pivots underneath the 
swingarm. An improved center of 
gravity and easy maintenance, along 
with 12.8 inches of progressive travel, 
was the result. 

A Corte Cosso shock with remote 
reservoir is used, as that company pro- 
vided full testing facilities and 
engineers through '81 in order to 
provide a workable unit. Three spring 
weights are available, which coupled 
with the 60 position rebound damping 


knob on the bottom of the shock and 
variable nitrogen loads produces 
infinite adjustment settings. 

The shock is linked to the frame and 
chromemoly box swingarm by Heim 
joints, which have grease fittings for 
easy maintenance. The shock can be 
removed easily, as it is not under 
tension when uncompressed as with 
some other single shock systems, 

Along with the single shock suspen- 
sion came new leverage and stress 
points. The Alpha 1 uses the swingarm 
and engine as the major supporting 
areas and has reinforced the frame’s 
backbone, steering head and bottom 
loop. The engine mount has also been 
redesigned to take additional stress. 
The Alpha 1 picks up nine pounds 
(now at a claimed 227 pounds) over 
Maico's '81 model 250, weight Maico 
deemed necessary in order for the bike 
to stay together under rough 
conditions. 

Front suspension remains the same 
as in '81, Maico's own 42 millimeter 
fork assembly which offers 12.2 inches 
of travel. 

Maico's powerplant is again air- 
cooled with no apologies from 
Germany., Maisch reported that his 
company was not satisfied with the 
Japanese water-coolers in Europe, so 
there has been no experimentation as 
of yet towards waterpumpers at 
Maico. Reshaped transfer port 
dividers, a different flow system and 
lighter piston create an engine which 
will give more snap on low end, hold a 
surge through mid-range and rev out 
further on top end. Claimed figures 
indicate there is an approximate 12 
percent increase in low and mid- 
range, and 40 horsepower at 8,000 
rpm at the crank. 

A 38 millimeter Bing carb, the same 
as last year, is used. It comes stock 
with a 195 main jet, 60 pilot jet, 278-2 
needle jet and 6D2 needle. A five 
speed close ratio gearbox with primary 
kickstarting lets the rider transfer 
power to the ground. 

The airbox has once again been 
enlarged to increase air flow and is 
double split moulded, then pressed 
together. It has a recessed section 
inside to keep dirt and water away 
from the filter. The filter used in '82 is 
40 percent larger than the '81 version. 

A full floating rear brake has been 
added to increase braking power and 
efficiency. After a series of tests Maico 
came up with a brake rod/arm 
arrangement which gives a better feel 
when going for the binders. 

New decals and a bold yellow Alpha 
1 insignia on the seat complement the 
package. The same plastic tank, side 
panels and fenders used on the '81 
model remain in '82. 

Prepping our tester 

We went to Maico's facility in 
Suffolk, Virginia, the day after the 
dealer show, and used the same bike 
dealers had been allowed to experi- 
ment with. Maico's National Service 
Manager Selvaraj Narayana, Parts 
Manager Gary Herto and H&H 
Maico's Barry Higgins grabbed some 
tools and went over the bike. 

Metzeler two-plys, a 3.00 x 21 front 
and a 4.50 x 18 rear, came stock on 
the Alpha, and tire pressure was set at 
12 pounds front and rear for our 
conditions —an all day steady rain 
with mud. Higgins noted that on 
northern terrain with more rocks 14 
pounds of air is preferable. 

Gearbox oil was drained and 
replaced, spokes were adjusted and the 
air filter was cleaned, oiled and 
replaced. All nuts were checked and 
tightened, and levers and brakes were 
adjusted. 

Twelve pounds of air was put in 
each fork tube along with 535cc of ten 
weight oil in each leg. The shock's 
nitrogen pressure has a range of 250 to 
285 p.s.i., and ours was set at 270. 
Higgins set the shock up with a fast 
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rebound damping, only six notches off 
the furthest of the 60 options. The 
shock had been on the 25th setting 
when the dealers rode it. 

The chain was lubed and our im- 
pressionists were ready to ride in the 
rain. 

Gassin' it 

The first item which was put to the 
test on the new Maico was its ability to 
get power to the ground. The steady 
rain made our test course slippery and 
tricky through the turns, but the 
Alpha 1 responded well. More power 
than our riders could use was 
produced, power that came on 
through acceleration with little use of 
the clutch needed. 

The nine extra pounds the '82 
model weighs over the '81 meant little 
as our machine picked up once again 
that weight in mud, but both our 
riders — who were familiar with the '81 
model— felt the '82 had a lighter feel 
than before. Lofting the front end 
over rough terrain seemed easier than 
ever, mostly due to the fact Maico kept 
the weight which was added central- 
ized, keeping handling neutral. 

One of our riders has raced in both 
pro and amateur competition, and 
related that the '82 would now run 
heads-up in amateur racing, especially 
Supercross where Maicos have been 
underpowered in years past. A pro 
would probably have to perform some 
modifications to stay in the hunt, but 
the Alpha's powerplant is now to the 
point of providing the basics for the 
serious top level rider. 

In the handling department 
everything went well. The bike felt 
somewhat stiff through the first part of 
the day, producing a slight hopping 
effect when under heavy braking. Out 
of rough corners the rear end stuck to 
the ground. Second gear was the trick, 
and accompanied with a flick of the 
clutch and a bit of weight transfer to 
the rear of the seat one had to watch 
that the bike didn't loop out. 

The full floating rear brake, which 
was added due to the suspension 
change, gave you exactly what you 
needed —the harder you pushed the 
more stopping power you got. As with 
previous models, the brake pedal. is 
flat, lacks traction, and needs to have 
a few teeth welded on. Last year the 
rear brake rod ran on the outside of 
the frame, and a rider's boot heel 
bent the rod. This year the rod runs 
inside the frame, which keeps it clear 
of the rider but vulnerable to the chain 
if it should derail. 

Once the stiffness went out of the 
front end it responded as well as the 
rear. The bushing in the top of the 
fork sliders has been lengthened for 
'82, from 14 to 20 millimeters, so now 
the bushings take the wear instead of 
the aluminum. Our only suggestion 
for the front end would be more cable 
ties to keep the front brake cable in 
place, out of the way of the tire. 






Sloppy conditions took their toll on 
the bike in the form of a thrown chain, 
and once everything was back together 
the chain threw off again. The cause 
of the problem seemed to be the chain 
was run too loosely at first, and then 
the rear sprocket's teeth were bent in 
the second derailment. 

The Maico's new cosmetics look 
great, but won't stay around for long. 
The tank decals lose adhesion and go 
away, but the bold lettering on the 
seat seemed up to the task. Tbe gas 
cap goes on and comes off easily and 
doesn't leak. We'd dump the grips and 
levers, opting for shorty levers and 
grips according to personal 
preference. 

Alpha alterations 

A full day of riding is fine, but reaily 
not quite enough to make a judgment 
on the machine. We kept track of a 
few of the Alphas through their first 
month of competitive use to come up 
with some extra info. 

The biggest problem to crop up on 
the Alphas was the air box—the 
correct air flow isn't possible with the 
current design. To correct the 
situation eight one-half inch holes 
were drilled into the top right hand 
side of the box, which solves one 
problem and creates another -- water- 
proofing. The rear tire throws water 
up under the number plate and onto 
the airbox, so a piece of plastic 
between the airbox and frame on the 
exhaust pipe side must be added. The 
plastic is silicone sealed to the airbox 
and cable tied to the frame. 

Stock suspension in the rear was 
adequate, but Maico riders at the 
Florida Winter-AMA MX ` Series 
experimented with Ohlins and White 
Power shocks and Thor aluminum 
'swingarms. 


Results speak for themselves, so here 
they are. In one case a former AMA 
pro rider picked up his bike on a 
Thursday and raced it for the first 
time the next day. That ride, and also 
the next three, were winning ones in A 
class amateur competition. The bike 
was left stock except for the airbox 
modification; the only other prepa- 
ration needed was the adjustment of 
suspension. 

Summary 

1982 will be a season of transition 
for Maico, one in which their new 
single shock suspension bikes will be 
put to the test, and one in which their 
250 will once again try to prove its 
worth against the Japanese machines. 
Maico has built a strong reputation 
on their big bore, as it has proved to

be one of the best weapons a privateer 
can have on the National circuit. Now 
the 250 will try to make its mark. 

We'll rate it as a solid race machine, 
free of boost boxes, power valves and 
water hoses. What you get is an easily 
maintained bike which will set you 
apart from the crowd, especially in the 
250cc class. 

Along with an uncluttered bike 
comes suspension and handling which 
revert back to the basics. Reliability 
that has been proven on European 
courses is also part of the package. 

If your personality correlates with a 
workable machine which gets the job 
done without a bunch of extras, try the 
Alpha 1 on for size. You and Maico in 
'82 might be the no-nonsense team 
that'll give the competition fits. .

The American Eagles quartet of Dave Sims, 
Dubb Ferrell (both making their European 
debuts), Dennis Sigalos and Gene Woods 
emerged as winners of a speedway team 
World. 


The three-day event took place on 
a concrete track about two-thirds the 


event at the Ahoy indoor sta- | 
dium in Holland against strong 
teams representing Denmark, 
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some remarkable skills in keeping a 
speedway machine constantly side- 
ways. Ferrell quickly found that out 
in practice, taking a very nasty fall, 
but still came back to top score for the 
Eagles with nine points followed by 
Sigalos (7) and Woods (4). 

The Americans certainly put on a 
good show against many inter- 
national riders with more experience 
of riding on the concrete surface. 
'They took the lead from England in 
heat 10 of the 16-race meet, when Fer- 
rell took the checkered flag and the 
English rider John Louis finished 
last. The Americans held ontoa three 
point lead and clinched the event and 
put them in an unbeatable position. 
Final score: 1, American Eagles (27); 
2. Denmark Vikins (25); 3. British 
Lions (23); 4. Rest of the World (16). 

In an International open meet held 
on the same track the Americans 
again performed with credit, taking 
the 20-heat formula with each rider 
having five rides. Ferrell, Sigalos and 
Sims finished third with nine points 
and Woods placed 12th with five 
points. 

The meeting was won by indoor

expert Hans Nielsen (Denmark) with 
13 points. 

The rest of the three day event fea- 
tured motocross, sidecar cross, trials 
and even a dragster. Most of the 
sports were run on an demonstration 
basis with World Sidecar Motocross 
champions Ton van Heugten and 
Fritz Kiggen “winning” their race. 

Belgian ace Eddie Lejeune showed 
off skills over the usual trials obsta- 
cles and drag racer Rob Janssen per- 
formed a spectacular burnout inside 
thearena, but he crashedas he tried to 
aim his machine through a 16-foot 
doorway into the car park — and 
missed. Mixed in with stunts, moto- 
ball and cyclocross, the main serious 
sports were motocross and speedway. 

World 125cc MX Champion Harry 
Everts was quite at home on the 
motocross indoor circuit. The Bel- 
gian steered his Suzuki to victory 
ahead of American Danny LaPorte 
(Yam) in the 20-minute plus two lap 
final on the Saturday meet, but the 
next day's meet was won by Swede 
Lief Nichlasson on a Husqvarna. 
ahead of Belgian Eric Geboers 
(Suzuki).
